Methods Followed by the Electoral College In Choosing the 
Chief Executive and Vice President— Development 
of a System That Has Been the Center of 
Various Momentous Disagreements.

HAT things are not a lwa ys what 
they seem is very well exempli- 
tied by the nlanner in which the 
American 
people 
elect 
their 
president and vice president. 
If you 
were to tell the average experienced 
voter that he has never legally and 
technically voted for either a presi­ 
dent or a vice president he would 
probably cla ss you with the people 
who still believe the earth is flat like 
a pancake. 
The fact that a candidate for the 
presidency is named at a national con­ 
vention and that his name is placed at 
the top of the ballot on election day 
has no relation whatever to the con­ 
stitutional provisions regulating the 
mode of choosing a president. 
The 
name of the president or vice presi­ 
dent would be left off the ballot if the 
actual intention of the framers of the 
constitution 
were 
followed, and 
in 
Bpite of the “ unwritten la w” which 
has developed the placing of the na­ 
tional candidates’ names on the ballot 
It is in an actual legal sense done only 
is a guide to the voter to indicate in 
i simple and effective manner what 
Bet of members of the electoral col­ 
lege he is to vote for. 
The electoral college, composed of 
prominent partisans termed electors 
and whose names appear on ballots in 
aatlonal elections, has become a sort 
if fifth wheel, a useless appendix, in 


Union. After election the electors on 
the winning ticket are required to 
meet at some place designated by the 
legislature of the sta te on the second 
Monday in J anuary and then and there 
cast their vote by ballot for president 
and vice president, one of which na­ 
tional candidates at least shall not be 
a resident of the same sta te as the 
electors themselves. As a result there 
never will be a national ticket made 
up of two men from the same state, 
for the electoral vote of the candidates* 
state would be lost to them. At the 
appointed time and place each body of 
electors makes up a list of all the can­ 
didates its members have for presi­ 
dent and vice president, with the num­ 
ber of votes each receives. Every mem­ 
ber of the college signs and certifies 
the list, the governor of the sta te certi­ 
fies it, and the report is transmitted to 
the president of the United States sen­ 
ate. Both houses of congress assemble 
in the chamber cf the lower house on 
the second Wednesday of February. 
The electoral votes are then counted, 
and the president of the senate then 
announces the result. 
If any person 
has received a majority of all the votes 
cast for president he is announced to 
elected president, and a candidate 
for vice president must also receive a 
majority of all votes ca st for that of­ 
fice to be elected.

ly what they do today and have done 
for a century. 
Each elector is today 
In honor bound and pledged to ca st 
his vote In the electoral college for 
the presidential candidate at the head 
of his party column. 
Ho w to Secu re th e Presiden cy . 
Each sta te having a definite number 
of electoral votes, It becomes the ob­ 
ject of the heads of presidential tickets 
to carry a larger number of sta tes or 
the sta tes having the largest number 
of electoral votes rather than to obtain 
the votes of the largest number of the 
citizens of the country, for, as readily 
fceen, It Is possible for a presidential 
tandidate to receive more individual 
votes than any opponent and yet lose 
the 
presidency. 
This has 
occurred 
twice in the history of the country. 
The 
constitution 
(article 
11 
and 
amendments and article 12) prescribes 
the number of electors and the partic­ 
ular manner in which they shall per­ 
form their duties, but the sta tes have 
absolute 
power 
in 
designating 
the 
method of their appointment, and con­ 
gress names the time when they shall 
be chosen and the day on which they 
shall formally meet to ca st their votes.

The electors are chosen the first 
Tuesday a fter the first Monday in No­ 
vember every four years, on presiden- 


elects the president, voting by states, 
each sta te having one vote. 
When a tie occurs for vice president 
it is the senate that has the privilege 
of deciding the question.

The successful electors of each state 
invariably meet at their capital to 
cast their votes. 
Three copies of the 
result are made, one being mailed to 
the president of the senate (vice presi­ 
dent), the second being dispatched to 
W ashington by a trusted messenger, 
and the third as a precautionary meas­ 
ure is deposited in cdre of the fed­ 
eral judge of the circuit in which the 
electors meet. 
The copies received by

und additionally protected by an elab-

There is one phase of the electoral 
system that has been attracting con­ 
siderable attention of late. That is th« s 
inequitable degree of representation j 
had by various sta tes in the electoral | 
college. Some sta tes have far greater 
proportionate representation than oth­ 
ers in respect to population. Thus the 
citizens of those sta tes so favored have 
a larger voice In the choosing of a 
president and vice president than the 
voters of less fortunate states. For in- j 
stance, seventeen sta tes can be group­ 
ed having a total popular vote of prac­ 
tically the same a s that of New York, 
yet the electoral votes of these seven­ 
teen sta tes are almost twice those of I 
New York in number. Nevada, with a | 
popular vote of 12,000 in 1004, h a s' 
three electoral votes, or one to about 
every 4.000 voters. 
Indiana, with a 
popular vote of 08 2,000 In 1004, has 
only fifteen electoral votes, or one to 
every 45,400 voters. New York is an 
other unfortunate sta te in this respect, 
having one electoral 
vote to every 
41,400 voters. 
Adopted after a prolonged and im- 
blttered dispute in the famous consti­ 
tutional convention of 178 7 in Philadel­ 
phia, the electoral college system has 
since its inception been the center of 
various 
momentous 
disagreements. 
When Washington was first elected to 
the presidency the legislatures of New’

by dissensions which reached so far 
that no electors 
were chosen, and 
Washington consequently did not re­ 
ceive any votes from either of these 
states. 
At the second election, how­ 
ever, Washington received the unani­ 
mous vote of all the electors.

At the fourth election J efferson and 
Burr appeared again, and the vote in 
the electoral colleges was a tie, 73 
each, which led to the famous election 
by the house, an episode occupying a 
prominent place in •American history. 
In 18 25 there was another election 
by the house. 
For president Andrew 
J ackson had 9 9 electoral votes, J ohn 
Quincy Adams 8 4, William II. Craw­ 
ford 41 and Henry Clay 37, and, nei­ 
ther candidate having a majority, it 
devolved upon the house to choose n 
president from the three highest. The 
election came off on Feb. 9 , 18 25, and 
on the first ballot Adams was elected— 
for Adams, 13 states; for J ackson, 7; 
for Crawford, 4. 
In this election Clay 
threw his vote to Adams, who in turn 
made him secretary of state, and the 
resultant cry of bargain and sale ruin­ 
ed the great Kentuckian’s presiden 
tial prospects. 
A Celebrated Co n tro v ersy . 
The celebrated Samuel J . Tilden-Ruth 
erford B. Hayes controversy occurred 
in 18 7G. 
A violent partisan dispute 
arose over the electoral votes of Flori­ 
da, Louisiana, Oregon and South Caro­ 
lina. 
The entire matter was referred 
by congress to an electoral commis­ 
sion composed of eight Republicans 
and seven Democrats. 
As a result 
by a strict party vote 18 5 electoral 
votes were awarded to Hayes and 18 4 
to Tilden. 
Some of the supporters of 
Mr. Tilden became so aroused over 
the decision that they openly talked 
of “ taking Tilden to W ashington and 
seating him anyhow,” and threats of 
bringing about a civil war were bruit­ 
ed about. 
The ablest men of the newly born 
United States founded the electoral 
college, choosing a system that was 
but one of a dozen advanced for the 
purpose of deciding the presidency 
and vice presidency. 
To Alexander 
Hamilton is given most of the credit 
for bringing about the adoption of the 
system as originally created by the 
constitution. 
Hamilton devoted the paper known 
as the 
’LXVIII Federalist” to the 
subject of the presidential election, 
and in it he urged many forcible rea­ 
sons showing the advantage of sub­ 
mitting the choice to an independent 
body of men. 
Among other things he said: “ It is 
equally desirable that the Immediate 
election should be made by men most 
capable 
of 
analyzing 
the 
qualities 
adapted to the station and acting un­ 
der circumstances favorable to delib­ 
eration and to a judicious combina­ 
tion of all reasons and inducements 
that were proper to govern this choice. 
“ A small number of persons selected 
by their fellow citizens from the gen­ 
eral mass will be most likely to pos­ 
sess the information and discernment 
requisite to so complicated an inves­ 
tigation.” 
George W ashington was chairman 
of the convention, and a ctive par 
were taken oy such men as Benjam 
Franklin. J ames Madison, J ohn Dick 
inson of New J ersey, Pinckney of 
South Carolina, Alexander Hamilton 
in d others.

Havana, Nov. 9 .—On Saturday next 
elections will be held throughout the 
island for president, vice president,

lower house of congress, to whom, ac­ 
cording to the present program, will 
be committed the fate of the restored 
Cuban republic on the termination of 
the government of intervention, J an. 
28 , 19 09 . 
The troops of the United States will 
be withdrawn on that date, which is 
three days in advance of the date orig­ 
inally set, in order that their departure 
may mark the anniversary of the birth 
of J oseph E. Marti, the Cuban patriot, 
and the great body of Cubans have 
striven during the la st fewr months 
toward a selection of candidates who 
will best realize their desire for self- 
government. 
Preparations for the elections are 
now complete. All of the election offi- j 
cers have been appointed, the electoral | 
boards organized and the la st ballots 
distributed, and the whole island is 
absorbed in the outcome of the strug­ 
gle for supremacy. The Conservatives 
are headed by General Mario Menocal 
and Dr. Rafael Montoro, the presiden­ 
tial and vice presidential candidates 
respectively, while General J ose M. 
Gomez and his former bitter rival in 
the party leadership, Alfredo Zayas, 
are the nominees of the Liberal party, 
the Miguelista and Zdylsta factions of 
which finally united their forces in sup­ 
port of General Gomez, on the under­ 
standing that he would not be nom­ 
inated for a second term. 
It is assured beyond peradventure 
that absolute fairness will characterize 
the elections, about which every sa fe­ 
guard has been ca st by the provisional 
government, in accordance with an 
elaborate election law framed by the 
advisory commission, of which Colonel 
Crowder is chairman. 
Both of the 
political leaders have given absolute 
assurances that they will accept loy­ 
ally the result of the popular verdict. 
There is practically no difference In 
the platforms of the two parties, both 
having as their chief planks the pres­ 
ervation of the republic, equal rights 
for all citizens, the encouragement of 
agriculture and commerce, and the 
maintenance of friendly relations with 
the United States. 
The struggle is 
frankly for the possession of the gov­ 
ernment and the control of public pat­ 
ronage. 
Both General Gomez and General 
Menocal are veterans of the revolution 
and have a large following in virtue 
of their distinguished services In the 
field. Dr. Montoro is the foremost ora­ 
tor in Cuba and was nominated in the 
expectation of his being able to con­ 
trol the Spanish vote, but he Is un­ 
popular with many Cubans on account 
of his attitude during the revolution, 
when he held office in the autonomous 
government in the la st days of the 
Spanish regime. 
Senor Zayes is the idol of a large 
section of the Liberals. 
He was the 
leader of the last uprising against 
President Tomas Estrada Palma, but 
his followers are suspected of giving 
but lukewarm support to the candi­ 
dacy of General Gomez, between whom 
and Senor Zayas there was an implac­ 
able feud until it was apparent that 
the very existence of the Liberal par 
ty was dependent upon a compromise 
whereupon Senor Zayas withdrew his 
pretensions to the presidency. 
The 
two factions, however, did not actually 
fuse, but Zayas accepted a nomination 
for the vice presidency, and the Zay- 
ista s promised to aid in the election 
of the coalition candidates. 
The business interests and the large 
property elem ents are strongly in fa­ 
vor of General Menocal, but the result 
of the presidential election will prob 
ably be very close.

The Prohibition sta te committee has 
receiv ed official 
returns from forty 
counties. 
Two years ago these coun­ 
ties polled about 10,000 Prohibition 
v otes. 
This year they gav e Chafln 
8,665 v otes and Sumner W. Haynes, 
candidate for gov ernor, 8,401 v otes. F. 
W. Lough, Prohibition sta te chairman, 
thinks this ratio of loss will not hold 
up in the fifty-two remaining counties, 
as nearly all the counties heard from 
are in the central part of the state, 
where the agitation in fav or of the 
county option mov ement was the great­ 
est. The banner Prohibiiton county of 
the state, J udging by returns already 
in, is Grant, which gav e exactly 1,200 
Prohibition v otes this year, as against 
1,19 3 two years ago. Tippecanoe coun­ 
ty increased its Prohibition v ote from 
268 to 289 . 
The largest percentage of 
gain was in St. J oseph county, where 
the Prohibition v ote was doubled, be­ 
ing increased from 250 tw^o years ago 
to 500 this year. 
“ The grea test per­ 
centage of loss in our v ote,“ said 
Chairman Lough, “ is within the radius 
where the circulation of the Indianap­ 
olis papers is largest. 
The Chicago,

county option during the campaign, and

Since the Sav annah race of March 
last, when Lewis Strang drov e an Isot- 
ta a distance of 342 miles in 8 hours 
21 minutes 20 seconds as the winning 
car competing for the $3,000 cup offer­ 
ed by the Sav annah Automobile club, 
the distance about the course has been 
extended a fraction o v er nine miles, 
so that now the total distance through 
the city of Sav annah and through the 
outlying country in Chatham county 
is exactly 28.73 miles. 
A lap during 
the race In March amounted to 17.1 
miles, the best time for this race be­ 
ing made by A1 Po o le in an Isotta in 
16 minutes 46 seconds, or an av erage 
of a mile In a little mo re than fifty 
eight seconds. 
Geo rg e Robertson in 
the Vanderbilt race on Oct. 24 cov ered 
a lap of 23.46 miles in 20 minutes 17 
seconds, or an av erage of a mile In 
fifty-one plus seconds. 
These figures 
wculd seem to uphold the contention 
of the Vanderbilt cup commission that 
the Long Island course is the faster. 
Howev er, construction w’ork in the 
way of grading, banking curv es, oiling, 
acraping, and so on, has been carried 
on almost continuously since the ev ent 
in March, so that now the Sav annah 
course is said to be far faster than It 
was when Strang and Poole drov e their 
machines about earlier In the year. 
The sharp turns of the original race­ 
way hav e been banked, so that cars 
may take bends at almost stra ight­ 
away speed with little danger to the 
motorists. 
The stretches hav e been 
widened, so that at certain points a 
number 
of 
machines 
may 
speed 
abreast. 
The surface has been rolled 
and rerolied and scraped until it Is in 
perfect condition for racing. 
The roadbed has been constructed 
with a v iew to minimizing the wear 
and tear of tires. 
The concrete con­ 
struction of the motor parkw-ay por­ 
tion of the Long Island course was the 
object of much complaint in this re­ 
spect on the part of driv ers, who 
claimed that the back stretch, known 
as the J ericho turnpike, generally was 
far faster than the concrete section. 
The roadbed of the southern circuit 
is said to be similar to but In far bet­ 
ter condition than the J ericho road, 
and for this reason the Sav annah cir­ 
cuit is expected, to be more sa tisfa c­ 
tory for the driv ers. 
The start of the Thanksgiv ing day 
race will be made in front of the 
grand stand, a structure sea ting 8,000 
persons, erected on Estill av enue, in 
the southern part of Sav annah. 
For 
something more than a mile the course 
extends through Sav annah streets to 
W hite Bluff road, where it ta kes a 
right angle turn into the longest stretch 
of the entire course, a distance ol 
20.9 00 feet, or more than three miles, 
without a turn in the road.

The nativ es then go out and with a sharpened stick 
they punch holes into the ground and drop the grains of com into 
them, cov ering them with their feet as they go. 
The ground is so rich that without further cultiv ation this 
crop will yield 50 bushels of corn to the acre. 
There are always 
two crops per year. 
This is a quick money crop in Mexico, for it sells promptly 
at from 55 to 9 0 cents per bushel on the plantation.
